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AMERICAN PRINTS TODAY - 1962 

An exhibition of AMERICAN PRINTS TODAY opens Tuesday, November 6 in the Prints 
and Drawings Gallery of The Cleveland Museum of Art. 

This exhibition of fifty-five prints was assembled by the Print Council of America in an 
effort to show the best done by American artists during the period January, 1959 through 
December, 1961. 

Among the forty-eight artists chosen were Josef Albers, Leonard Baskin, Ralston 
Crawford, Adolf Dehn, Antonio Frasconi, Chaim Koppelman, Mauricio Lasansky, Gerson 
Leiber, Seong Moy, Gabor Peterdi, Rudy Pozzatti, Karl Schrag, Ben Shahn, Peter Takal, 

Adja Yunkers and others. 

Various graphic mediums are presented for scrutiny - etchings, engravings, woodcuts, 
lithographs and serigraphs. All belong to the category of multi -original works of art and hold 
the virtues inherent in authentic works of art. They have the power to arouse emotions, 
reveal new horizons and impart lasting enjoyment of beauty. 

AMERICAN PRINTS TODAY is a sequel to the Print Council's show of 1959 whose 
successful showings were a factor in the rebirth of interest in print making and collecting. 

A veritable renaissance in this art form has taken place during the past three years. Print 
sales, exhibitions, dealers, print shops and art galleries offering contemporary prints, have 
increased noticeably throughout the United States. Especially important is the intensified 
activity in print making among painters and sculptors and the increase in the number of graphic 
workshops. Penetrating and independent graphic art, covering realism to abstraction, has 
emerged. Most of the print makers are inspired by no authority other than their own and as 
a result a rich variety of styles, as limitless as the variations of personalities, is developing. 
AMERICAN PRINTS TODAY - 1962 offers the viewer an opportunity to see these lively and 
different methods of approach.
